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2 A Proclamation for reſtrayning of the ſeruing of Fee- Deere. 


Tis manifeſt by that which We receiue from all parts of Our King- 


dome, That the great and extraoꝛdinary Froſt and Snow, which happened 
in the end of this yeere,hath deſtroyed great numbers of Deere,bothofRed 
and Fallow,in all OurParkes, Foreſts and Chaces ; and it is to be doub- 
| | ted, that thoſe which haue eſcaped the ſtoꝛme ol the weather, are ſo weakned, 
and ſurfaited by the extremitie of the cold, as they will hardly hold out the 
2 next Winter; So as it there be not ſome tourte tanen how they may vee re⸗ 
ſtoꝛed againe, Our grounds wil be vtterly deſtroyed and conlumed a long time: Foꝛ remedie where⸗ 
of, Me haue thought fit to make ſtay ofthe ſerumgofalt Fee Deere, and all Deere by warrants ,as 
well to Nur Juſtices of Oyer and Terminer of Our Foꝛreſts, both on this fide and beyond Trent 
and to all other Hur ꝓffiters great and ſmall,as Lieutenants,Rangers, Foſters,Uerdurers and 
Keepers; that either by tuſtome, by pꝛetente of their Offices, oꝛ by any other Warrant whatſoener, 
doe tlaime to haue any Fee. Deere, either within the luruey ol Our Exchequer, ozof Our Duchie of 
Lancaſter. And to the end that Our ſaid Juſtices of Oyer and Terminer. x all other Our Officers clat- 
ming right of Fee Deere; and all Hur Lieutenants,Rangers,Uerdurers, Keepers, and all other 
Our Officers of any Sur Foꝛreſts, Parkes, andChaces, may the moze ſpeedily take knowledge of 
this Our pieaſure, We haue thought good to make the ſame knowne to them by this Publique ſig⸗ 
nification ; whereby we doe ſtraightly charge and command, alwell Our Juſtices of Oycr and Ter. 
miner beyond and by hither Trent, and all Officers and Ministers, aſwell within the Suruey olf Hur 
Exchequer, as of Sur Duchie of Lancaſter of what degree loeuer, and all Rangers, Uerdurers, Fo⸗ 
ſters 02 Keepers, in any Our Parkes, Foꝛreſts and Chates, that they doe fozbeare to giue out their 
warrants foꝛ any Deere, Ned oz Fallow, aimed by them as Fees incident to their Offices and 
places. And doe ltkewile will andcommandall Keepers and Underkeepers , to whom the ſer- 
utngofſuch Warrants doe appertaine, either ol Red Deere oz Fallow, That they ſhall not ſerue 
this yeere any Fee · Deere to auy of the officers befoze mentioned, oꝛ to an other, demaunding 
Deere by what Warrant ſoeuer, except onely by warrant vnder Our owne hand and Signet ; as 
they will an were to Us vpon perill ot 
Giuen at Our Pallace of Weſtminſter the xxij. day of A pril, in the thirteenth yeere of 
Our Raigne of England, France, and Ireland, and of Scotland the 48.
